On  the  outbreak  of  war  and  in  accordance  with  arrangements 
which  had  been  previously  effected,  a  number  of  patients  were 
transferred  from  the  Southampton  C.B.  Isolation  Hospital  to  the 
City  Isolation  Hospital.  As  the  outcome  of  an  inspection  by  a 
representative  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  the  work  of  reconstructing 
two  disused  Army  huts  standing  in  the  hospital  grounds  was 
undertaken  in  order  to  meet  the  expected  necessity  for  providing  an 
additional  twelve  beds  in  order  to  provide  accommodation  for 
infectious  cases  to  be  sent  to  us  during  the  period  of  the  war.

1. — Cowsheds. 

Inspections  of  Cowsheds  numbered  82  ;  no  occasions  arose  for 
the  service  of  notices.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  one  cowshed 
went  out  of  use,  leaving  eight  cowsheds  with  approximately  200  cows. 
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Dairies  and  Milkshops. 

Seven  shops  in  the  City  sell  milk  and  dairy  produce  only  ; 
fourteen  others  combine  the  sale  of  bottled  milk  with  goods  of  a 
miscellaneous  character.  A  considerable  portion  of  the  milk  sold  is 
pasteurised,  and  a  number  of  accredited  producers  sell  their  product 
as  ordinary  milk.  The  following  table  gives  particulars  of  the 
Licences  granted  for  the  sale  of  one  or  other  of  the  “Designated 
Milks.”—

2. — Slaughterhouses. 

Seven  private  slaughterhouses  are  in  regular  use  by  fourteen 
butchers;  whilst  a  further  one,  making  eight  in  all,  is  occasionally 
used.  The  whole  of  the  meat  slaughtered  in  the  town  is  inspected. 
This  work  entailed  approximately  4,500  visits  to  slaughterhouses 
during  the  year.

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3.  —  Common  Lodging  Houses. 

Regular  inspections  are  made  of  the  three  common  lodging 
houses.

Disinfection  of  rooms  and  bedding  following  non-notifiable 
cases  of  infectious  disease,  is  carried  out  at  the  request  of  occupiers 
and  is  charged  for  by  the  Council.  The  fees  accruing  from  this  work 
amounted  to  £3  :  16  :  2.

FOOD  AND  DRUGS. 

The  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  came  into  force  on  October  1st, 
1939,  and  the  City  Council  was  appointed  a  Food  and  Drugs  Authority 
under  the  Act.

Three  samples  of  milk  were  certified  as  not  being  genuine — 
No.  31  Containing  2‘9%  of  added  water 
No.  33  Containing  4'8%  of  added  water 
No.  37  Was  20%  deficient  in  fat 


Nos.  33  and  37  were  farm  samples,  the  milk  being  supplied  lo 
local  dairymen  amongst  whom  was  the  vendor  of  No.  31.  Following 
appeal  to  the  cow  samples  proceedings  were  instituted  in  the  case  of 
Nos.  33  and  37,  and  fines  of  £1  plus  2  guineas  costs  were  imposed  in 
each  case. 

No.  46,  an  informal  sample  of  malt  vinegar  was  certified  as  an 
artificial  vinegar,  but  the  vendor  promptly  altered  the  description  of 
his  product  before  a  formal  sample  could  be  taken. 

No.  49,  a  sample  of  ammoniated  quinine  tablets  was  found  to 
contain  the  ammonia  in  the  form  of  the  chloride  instead  of  the 
bicarbonate  as  given  in  the  B.P.C.  The  question  was  taken  up  with 
the  vendors  and  the  labelling  altered. 

No.  26,  sample  of  dairy  cream.  Exception  was  taken  by  the 
Analyst  to  the  description  “Pure  Dairy  Cream”  as  the  cream 
contained  only  25%  of  butter  fat  as  against  50  to  60%  in  dairy  cream. 
This  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  vendors.

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Of  the  54  samples  of  milk,  several  were  below  the  prescribed 
standard  of  3%  batter  fat  and  8’5%  non-fatty  solids.  These  analyses 
enabled  ns  to  detect  the  two  cases  Nos.  33  and  37  referred  to  a, hove. 
As  regards  the  78  pasteurised  milk  samples,  two  samples  bad  too  high 
a  count  and  a  third  failed  on  the  phosphatase  test. 

All  accredited  milk  samples  were  satisfactory.

Regular  inspections  have  been  carried  out,  and  the  general 
standard  of  cleanliness  is  satisfactory. 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS. 

Thirty-two  inspections  in  connection  with  the  annual  cleansing 
were  made,  and  work  asked  for  was  carried  out. 

RAG  FLOCKS  ACTS. 


No  rag  flock  is  manufactured  in  the  City,  and  no  samples  were 
taken  as  mattress  makers  buy  their  supplies  with  a  guarantee. 


MERCHANDISE  MARKS  ACT. 

No  need  arose  for  legal  action  in  enforcing  the  several  labelling 
orders,  as  the  few  cases  of  omission  to  display  the  prescribed  labels 
were  found  to  be  due  to  forgetfulness.  In  all  such  cases  verbal 
warnings  were  given. 

SHOPS  ACTS. 

There  are  now  very  few  shops  which  lack  means  for  maintaining 
a  reasonable  temperature,  or  which  lack  other  essential  facilities.  A 
considerable  number  of  butchers,  grocers  and  greengrocers  made  such 
provision  during  the  year,  and  in  no  instance  has  complaint  been 
made  of  spoilage  due  to  these  facilities. 
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ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

Twenty-two  complaints  were  received  of  the  presence  of  bed 
bugs,  but  in  no  single  case  was  the  infestation  extensive.  Two  estate 
agents  have  purchased  their  own  apparatus  for  the  treatment  of 
bouses  in  their  agency  and  this  has  resulted  in  prompt  suppression  of 
the  trouble.  Treatment  with  Zaldicide  is  the  method  followed  by 
this  department  and  has  proved  effective.
